A Prophetic Peep 

The tremendous output = of 
blue books by all the govern- 
qents of the world is one of the 
phenomena of the day. It is 
creating a field for research that 
is daily becoming more and 
more complex and interesting. 
Bluebookology from being a 
jest may become a very serious 
usiness in the near future and 
it may not be too much to, ex- 
pect that in time we may see 
the establishment of depart- 
ments of blubookology in: ‘the 
universities, may confer de-

The cover bears the 
title, ‘“Report,:the Dividends re- 
maining Unpaid, Unclaimed Ba- 
lances, and Drafts and Bills of 
Exchange in Chartered Banks.” 
Does not that sound interesting 
Perchance, reader your name ap 
pear there. You may have for- 
gotten the existence of that old 
bank account of yours. It will 
be like found money to draw 
that ba:ance. Or, perhaps you 
may find that some.relative of 
yours has left behind some mo- 
ney, the existence of which no 
one dreamt of. The book is 
full of just such romantic chan- 
ces. 

The list is for a period of five 
years and upwards prior to De- 
cember 31, 1909. Unclaimed bal- 
ances amount to the amazing 
total of $556001.92. This means 
that people who have deposited 
this sum in the chartered 
banks prior to December 3lst, 
1904, never came back to claim 
it during the five succeeding 
years.

Big gains are leoked for in 
the prarie provinces, but . the 
province of Qnebec is making 
confident predictions, and the 
province of Quebec has a way 
of bobbing up after each decen- 
nial count with a most surpris- 
ing total. If Quebec’s increase 
is as yreat as Quebec people say 
the unit of parliament represen- 
tation will be bigger and the 
west will get less than it is ex- 
pecting. 

The census takers will follow 
what’ is known as the de jure 
system of enumeration. hey 
will collect practically all the 
facts with the conditions of 
June Ist as a basis. The baby 
born of May 3ist will be count- 
ed. The old man who dies on 
June Ist will be counted. The 
count begins on Thursday and 
goes on from day to day until 
the end. But the census takers 
are forbidden to do any count- 
ing on Sunday. 

he commissioners get a cent 
a namé for correspondence, etc., 
and for other duties, se 
expenses, they get a special al- 


lowance. Enumerators get five 
cents for every living person 


counted, and ten cents for every 
death or disability. For a five- 
acre farm he gets twenty five 
cents, for a farm of one to five 
acres fifteen cents, and for less 
than an acre ten cents. Factor- 
ies, churches, Sunday schools, 
charitable institutions, etc., are 
worth a quarter each; but a 
mine or quarry is worth half a 
dollar. 

Allowances for expenses are 
also based upon the work done. 
To pay for horse hire, in the 
rural districts the enumerators 
get three dollars per One  hun- 
dred names in Ontario and the 
east, four dollars in the prairie 


-provinces, and twelve dollars in 


3ritish Columbia. 
In 1901 the count showed a 
population of 5,371,315.

ily or any male over 18. years old, 
may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta, The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
ister of intending homesteader. - 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
-nd cultivation of the land in each of three 
vears. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
st least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
vied by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. . 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from date of homestead entry 
ectodng the time required to earn home- 
stead patent) and cultivate fifly acres 
extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre.

An order has been issued _re- 
cently by the Canadian govern- 
ment that the Union Jack ‘is 
to fly every day but Sunday 
above all public buildings all 
through Canada.
